RIVERSIDE, March 3.— The first 
contract for the construction of the 
city’s new: domestic water main in

TO HAVE FINE NEW HOME. 


Will Centralize Flicker Activities in Neu 
Melrose- avenue Movie“ City. 


LANs were accepted yesterday 

by Carl Anderson, president, 

and Robert Brunton, manager 
of productions, for the fine array of 
plant buildings that the Paralta Plays 
Company, Inc., will erect on the 
north side of Melrose avenue, be- 
tween Van Ness and Bronson. These 
buildings will cover ten acres of 
the eighty-acre tract controlled by 
this company. 

The plans for the studio build- 
ings, some of which have already 
been constructed or are under way, 
include covering nearly every foot of 
available ground space of the ten- 
acre tract with permanent struc- 
tures of brick and cement, including 
administration buildings, a cafe, 
dressing-room buildings, five glass 
inclosed stages, property buildings, 
warehouses, carpenter shops, ga- 
rages and other necessary  struc- 
tures, each of which is to follow out 
the scheme of systematic arrange- 
ment designed to produce the best 
results in the making of pictures. 

The buildings of the permanent 
plant wilt be across the street from 
the Clune studios, No. 6300 Melrose 
avenue, which are now occupied by 
the Paralta company. Centered as 
they are in a compactly planned 
group, the permanent buildings of 
the studio plant will serve as the 
hub of the studio grounds, to be 


ocal | utilized for the construction of large 


settings of buildings, street and 
replicas of entire towns if necessary 
for use in film productions. 

This expansion of studio prop- 
erties is made necessary by the en- 
larged scope of production under- 
taken by the Paralta studios, which | 
produce not only the Paralta plays,

A novel feature of the long ce- 
ment dréssing-room buildings which

gaged at the studio. 

The plans also take into account

Complete Big Job. 


VALUABLE LAND DRAINED 
BY TWO-MILE PIPE LINE. 


OMPLETION last week of the 
big storm drain near Long 
Beach and its acceptance by 

the Board of Supervisors was an 
important event in the history of 
the county. Its purpose is to give an 
outlet to an area of several hundred 
acres which is flooded every year 
and whieh has no natural outiet. 
After the winter rains, water stands 
on this land and cannot escape, ox- 
cept by evaporation. 

By draining this large area, the 
value of the property will be greatly 
increased and a condition will be 
removed which was a menace to the 
health of the community, it is stated. 

The drain consists of reinforced 
concrete pipe four feet in diameter 


and two miles long, extending from 
ta point near Nineteenth and Walnut 
streets to Cerritos Slough, south of 
Anaheim street. The pipe is of the 
core joint type, cast in four-foot 


sections and allowed to cure before 
being laid in the trench. Each sec- 
tion weighs about 3600 pounds. The 
core joints were filled with cement 


grout, making them water-eight. - 

The total cost of the work, in- 
cluding engineering and incidental 
expenses, was about $97,000. This 
cost will be paid by special assess- 
ment taxes levied upon the lands 
benefited. The lands were formed 
into a district officially known as 
Drainage District No. 1 of the coun- 
ty of Los Angeles. 

The area within the district is so 
large that the assessment, which 
extends over a period of fifteen years, 
will be very light. The construction 
work was done under the super- 
vision of the County Surveyor’s de- 
partments, Alfred Jones, acting Coun- 
ty Surveyor, A. K. Warren, deputy, 
having actual charge of the work. 
The plans were drawn by R. V. 
Pearsall of Long Beach. The value 
of the new drain was demonstrated 
last week during the heavy rain-

HAS BIG PART CITY’S HISTORY. 


ITH the death last Thursday 
W of Mrs. Amanda Wallace Scott |

much of her time and energy. 

Two months after the inception 
of the old church, in 1867, it was 
reorganized by Rev. J. H. Warren, 
and Rev. Isaac Atherton was chosen 
pastor. Rev. Atherton resigned in 
1871 and was succeeded by Rev. J. 
T. Wms, who was followed later by 
Rev. D. T. Packard, who, in turn, 
Was succeeded, in 1873, by Rev. C. 
J. Hutchins. The latter remained 
pastor until 1882 and then re- 
signed, being succeeded by Ref. A. 
J. Wells. 

FIRST DEDICATION. 

The old building at Third and 
Hill streets was dedicated in 1883, 
the cost of the lots, buildings and 
furnishings being approximately 
322,000, the membership at that 
time being about 200. After the 
resignation of Mr. Wells, Rev. C. 8.

This new edifice cost approx!i- 
mately $71,000, the membership 
then being about 100. The finan- 
clal collapse in 1892 left a form!d- 
able indebtedness of about $320,000, 
which, however, was later paid off. 
Dr. Hutchins closed his pastorate in 
1894 and was succeeded by Rev. 
Warren F. Day, D.D.. whose death 
occurred five years ago. In October 
of 1900 Rev. William Horace Day. 
D. D., became co-pastor with his 
father, and two years later, by re- 
quest of the elder minister, he was 
made pastor. At the same time, 
Dr. Warren F. Dav became pastor 
emeritus, continuing tn active serv- 
fee and being of inestimable value 
to the econgreestion. Dr. Willianr 
Horace Day. who was pastor for 
practically twenty years, ts one of 
the most brill'ent ministers of the 
gospel in tre United States. He is 
at present pastor of the Trited 
Congreeational Church at Bridre- 
port, Ct., and last October. at the 
National of Congregation- 
lets at Columbus, O., he was made 
moderator. the“hichest office in the 
gift of the church. 

THE PRESENT CHURCH.

Los Angeles for only about four 
months but already he has gained a 
great hold upon the minds and 
hearts of his people. Previous to 
his taking charge of the pastorate, 
he had been offered the presidency 
of the Andover Theological Semi- 
nary at Cambridge, Mass., and it re- 
quired all the ingenuity of the 
members of the church, together 


of the pastor, to induce Kev. Mr. 
Patton to accept the call to his 
present work. Dr. Patton is recog- 
nized as one of the most distin- 
guished preachers in the country. 

Just previous to coming to Los 
Angeles he had been associate pas- 
tor, with Dr. Washington Gladden 
of the First Congregational Church 
at Columbus, O., and prior to that 
time had served for ten years as 
pastor of the First Congregational 
Church of Ann Arbor, Mich., where 
it is said he exerted a remarkably 
strong and beneficent influence up- 
on the student body of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

He is the author of a number of 
books, is a deep thinker and a close 
student of nature, as well as of lit- 
erature, His sermons, while 
scholarly, are eloquent with sim- 
plicity and sincerity and perhaps 
this accounts for the fact that ev- 
ery Sunday hundreds of persons are 
turned away from the church, the 
ones capacity of which is about 


“I preach from the great Bible of 
conscience and intelligence,” de- 
clares Dr. Patton, “the Bible that 
all men understand, better than 
they are willing to admit.” . 

The First Congregational Church 
of Los Angeles is said to be one of 
the best officered churches in the 
country. Fourth among the churches 


of the denomination in the United 


States in size. the business of the 
institution, religious, financial and 
social, is carried on in a manner 
that would do credit to any or- 
ganization. 

The trustees of the church for 
the present year are E. P. Clark, ©. 
E. Fisher, W. F. McGrath, Ss. W. 
Mudd, C. P. Raisback, B. F. n- 
born, W. E. Sawtelle and C. E. Whl- 
ker. There are boards and commit- 
tees for everything—a social serv- 
ice board, a board of benevolence 
and of religious education, a pru- 
dential committee and a bible school 
committee and a missionary educa- 
tion committee. Besides these, there 
is a general official force, and in- 
numerable advisory boards and com- 
mittees. 

Besides the big church at Ninth 


and Hope streets, the congregation 


has for years been supporting three 
branch churches, these being the 
Japanese branch. church, next door 
to the central church, and ef which 
Rev. Magojira Juruya is pastor; the 
Chinese branch church on Los An- 
Keles street, of which Rev. Lee San 
Hong is pastor, and the Armenian 
mission, which has hitherto deen a 
branch church, but which recently 
became a separate church, a new 
edifice having been erected at Twen- 
ty-eighth and Paloma streets. The 
pastor of the Armenian church is 
Rev. A. 8. Yeretzian, whose family 
was massacred by the Turks in Ar- 
menia several years 


One of the biggest organizations 


in the church is the Men's Brother- 
hood, which is said to be the largest 
brotherhood in any Congregatione! 
church ip the country. It is presided 
ever by W. M. Burke and the men 


‘meet at the church once a month to 


discuss matters pertaining to the 
welfare of all who are in need of 
assistance, financial and otherwise. 

Under the auspices of the Wom- 
en's Work Society practically all of 
the women's work is carried on. The 
women of the church also meet 
once a month, to discuss church 
matters and charitable work. of 
this organization Mrs. H. A. Ford 
is president. The women have made 
a splendid record in Red Cross 
work, They hold a meeting every 
Tuesday, and since lest June hun- 
dreds of garments and thousands of 
surgical dressings have been turned 
out. At every meeting—which 18 
always an all-day affair—twenty 
sewing machines are kept buzzing 
throughout the day. 

There are now 150 members of 
the Red Cross auxiliary, and the 
number is constantly being augment- 
ed by visitors from other States who 
often are not connected with any 
church, but who wish to help. The 
Men's Brotherhood recently pur- 
chased an and tendered 
it to the Red Cross auxiliary, and 
the machine is run by Miss Henrietta 
Freeman. 

The Women's Work Committee 
members were the pioneers of the 
cafeteria dinner idea in the church, 
which has since been taken up by 
other denominations with great 
success, The idea is a simple one, but 
somebody had to start it, and the 
rs gpirit of the institution was 
Mis. F. D. McDowell. é 

The plan is to give a cafeteria 
dinner in the church every Wednes- 
day night, just preceding prayer 
meeting, in order that men and 
women may come directly from their 
work to both a good dinner and 
prayer service. If people are com- 
pelled first to go to their homes for 
something to eat, it is difficult to get 
them out to church afterward. Mrs. 
McDowell is human enough to real- 
ize this fact, and her plan has 
worked like a charm. The women 
have also a splendid Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society, a Wom- 
an's Church Society, a Young Wom- 
an's Auxillary, a Young Woman's 
Gulld, and a Neighborhood Circle, 
the latter having been organized to 
make the members of the church 
both men and women, better ac- 
quainted with one another. 

The War Camp Recreation Com- 
mittee, composed of both men and 
women, has been uniting with other 
churches in the endeavor to enter- 
tain and help the soldiers and Sall- 
ors of Uncle Sam, and recently a big 
reception was tendered the Sammies 
in the First Congregational Church. 

The church has an efficient mixed 
choir of thirty members, led by G. 
Hayden Jones, the organist being 
Walter F. Skeele, dean ot music of 
the University of Southern Califor- 
nia, and who has held his position as 
organist in the church fur twenty 
years. 

Another interesting feature of the 
First Congregational Church man- 
agement is the children’s depart- 
ment.

Dr. Locke Tells Experiences 
at Camp Keurny- 


Men are Eager’ to Get into 
Action, He Declares. | 


—_ 


Says Our Army is the Great 
American University. 


Dr. Charles Edward Locke told 
last night in the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church of his recent visit 
to Camp Kearny. In part, he said: 

“So far as I could discover, there 
is absolutely no discontent at Camp 
Kearny. The men are earnest and 
chivalric, and seem to realize that 
they have been called to a high and 
holy task. As I mingled unknown 
among the soldiers I heard very lit- 
tle coarse and profane language. 
While the uniforms which are worn 
make the men all look alike yet that 
is one of the quiet lessons in democ- 


[racy and social equality which the 


army teaches. 

“The men are keen for real war- 
fare and are impatient to get to 
France. 

“Beside the long lines of tents 
occupied by the soldiers, and the 
wooden bathhouses and mess bar- 
racks, there is a little group of 
buildings, among which are the ad- 
ministration offices of the T. M. C. A.. 
the camp library, a motion-picture 
hall, billiard roome, supply stations, 
the postoffice, the railroad station, 
and last but not least, and in many 
Ways best of all, the Hostess House. 
Arrangements are made for such 
amusement and recreation as the 
boys may need. Except for occa- 
sional guard service they have no 
military duties in the evenings, and 
they are at liberty Wednesday after- 
noons, Saturday afternoons, and all 
day Sunday. 

MEN ARE STUDIOUS. 

Many of the young men take ad- 
vantnge of the library, where there 
is a fine assortment of books and 
numberless papers and magazines. 
The librarian told me that an aver- 
age of 500 books are taken out each 
day, many of which are technica! 
works on wireless electricity and 
aeronautics, and it is evident that 
many of the young men are highly 
valuing these opportunities and em- 
ploying their leisure afternoons and 
evenings in self-improvement. 

There are abo many classes be- 
ing conducted, and many a diligent 
man is taking courses of study. There 
are many French lasses which the 
bove especially enjoy. Many a fine 
young American who will come out 
of the war not only with highest 
ideals of patriotism and heroism, 
but with a liberal education, which 
he has secured in tne big universit)

UNDERLYING LAW. 

Mrs. Eddy also studied the mir- 
acles in the Old and New Testaments, 
and came to the inevitable conclu- 
Sion that all of those events were 
correlated by means of an underly- 
ing spiritual law that had deen 


pknown and understood by the men 


who wrought them, and she said 
that if she could discover the law 
it would be found to operate in 
the same manner now as in Bible 
times: that ft would be a healing 
law, and would now heal people 
of sickness and sin and every evil 
human condition, the same as then. 

“This idea grew and expanded in 
her consciousness until it became the 
impelling motive of her entire life. 
In the year 1866 she discovered the 
law of spirit, and named it Christian 
Science. After waiting nine ,years, 
during which time she subjected the 
Principle that she had discovered to 
the broadest practical tests in heal- 
ing sickness and other forms af 
human discord, she published a 
statement of Christian Science in a 
book which she enttled “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures.” This book is now everywhere 
recognized as the only text-book of 
Christian Science. A great religious 
movement has formed around its 
teachings, which in one generation 
has girdled the earth with its 
churches. The spread of Christian 
Science has been phenomenal, and 
ite growth has resulted from heal- 
ing. Every adherent of Christian 
Science has actually been healed of 
some sickness, disease, or sinful ap- 
petite, and most of them have been 
healed of many such conditions. 
These facts are easily verified, and 
are worthy of very serious considera- 


tion. 
THE SPIRITUAL LAW. 

Mrs. Eddy discovered the law of 
spirit as truly as Sir Isaac Newton 
— the law of gravitation, and 
this fact should be thoroughly un- 
derstood. Just as Newton discov- 
ered that the movements of materia! 
bodies are regulated and governed 
by this material law, so Mrs. Eddy 
discovered the principle that gov- 
erns the entire universe, Including 
every detail in the lives of men. 
That supreme, creative, governing, 
omnipresent mind or Principle is 
God; the only cause, the only cre- 
ator, the — 4 Ruler of man and 
the universe. 

“When we watch water flowing 
over the land we see that without 
hesitation or delay it always selects 


the low places. All fresh water is 
continually striving to reach the 
sea, where it will be at rest. In 


choosing its course it measures the 
topography of the ground more ac- 
curately and more quickly than the 
engineer could do with his instru- 
ments. No embodied mind is pres- 
ent to tell it where to go, but there 
is an unerring, invisible law every- 
where present directing its move- 
ment, and always guiding it in the 
true course. 

“Tf such perfect law exists to 
guide the water in its movement 
toward the sea, how much more 
certain it is that equally perfect 
spiritual law exists to guide the 
footsteps of tired and discouraged 
human beings out of the wilderness 
of sickness, failure and sin into the 
kingdom of peace. 

“The Bible tells us that such a 
law exists and is operating for our 
benefit. In Psalm xxxvi!l, 23 we 
read. “The steps of a good man are 
ordered by the Lord.’ Again, tn Ro- 
mans villi, 28, ‘All things work to- 
gether for good to them that love 
God,’ and in Romans vill, 2, For 
the law of the spfrit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free 
from the law of sin and death.’ 

SENSE OF SECURITY. 


“What a sense of security comes 
to one when he realizes that there 
ia really a law of good operating 
that will guide his footsteps as 
truly as the law of gravitation 
guides the water. And what a 
sense of peace comes from the as- 
surance that there is an infinite, 
over-ruling mind that governs ev- 
erything in the universe:from the 
least to the greatest, and causes ‘all 


things to work together for good.’ 


“In each case, however, a condi- 
tion is attached. One must desire to 
be a good man, and must love God, 
otherwise the law of good does not 
operate for him. To attain good- 
ness, one must think and live as 
nearly as he can in accordance with 
spiritual truth; one’s motives and 
aims must be honest, and his de- 
sires unselfish. In this way the 
connection ts established between 
his consciousness and the law, and 
then the law operates through him 
and in his behalf. If he is an evil 
man, that is, if he thinks and lives 
erroneously, such wrong thinking 
and living separate his conscious- 
ness from the law of good, so that 
the law cannot then guide his foot- 
steps or make everything work to- 
gether for good for him. 

OF GOOD AND EVIL. 


“Outside of Christian Science 
very few persons have ever rea- 
soned out the question to their own 
satisfaction as to where good and 
evil come from, and still fewer have 
even a satisfactory theory as to 
how good may be secured or evil 
avoided in actual human experi- 
ence. 

“All through the centuries there 
has been a widespread belief that 
good and evil come as the result of 
luck or chance, but this belief is 
necessarily incorrect. Among all 
polytheists, or those who believe in 
many gods, there is the belief that 
some of the gods send good and 
that others send evil, and they seek 
to propitiate the latter by sacrifices 


and rites, believing that in this 
— alone they can escape from 
evil. 


“Among monotheists, or those who 
believe there is but one God, there 
is the belief that the one God 
creates and sends both good and 
evil. This bellef. however. involves 
so many impossible contradictions 
that it has led actually to the belief 
in the existence of an evil being 
called “devil,” who is supposed to 
create and send evil. Thus to es- 
cape the bellef that God sends both 
good and evil, those who call therm- 
selves monotheists are really 


polytheista, for they actually believe 
in a God of good, and in 


an evil 


— 


power, or devil. This in turn . 
it necessary for them to determine 
in belief the sphere of activity and 
the relative power of each. Since 
the Bible declares, however, that 
God is ‘amnipotent, that is. that He 
has all power, monotheists have 
come generally to believe that such 
power as the devil is supposed to 
possess has been conferred upon 
him by God, and that God permits 
the devil to send evil in the form of 
sickness, sorrow, sin, and death, to 
afflict and destroy human beings. 


MUCH CONFUSION. 


“Without going further into the 
matter than merely to state the 
case, it will thus be seen that there 
is much confusion of belief amung 
Christians and other monotheists 
concerning the nature and origin of 
both good and evil and as to what 
causes their activity in human expe- 
rience, and until this is corrected 
by positive knowledge it will be im- 
possible to deal with the subject in- 
telligently, or to think about it ac- 
curately. 

“Christian Science shows that al! 
good comes to man from God 
through the operation of Hie laws, 
end that evil originates in the human 
carnal mind, which is ‘enmity 
against God.’ Evil is not an en- 
tity. It has no kingdom and no 
king. It has no mind, no presence, 
ang no laws. The only power it can 
ever exercise is what it derives from 
human belief in it, and, human ac- 
ceptance of it. 

“Since God is infinite good He has 
knowledge of good and of nothing 
else. He could not possibly have 
knowledge of evil. for evil does not 
exist in the spiritual universe, and 
it is really the only universe. The 
seeming existence of evil is in the 
carnal mind. It has been well said 
that if every one would quit sinning 
there would be no more sin. A 
human consciousness is evangelized 
by truth and love, sin disappears. 

There ts no such thing as an an; 
gry God waiting to smite you for 
ein, for God has no knowledge of sin 
in any form. His law is against sin; 
yet the punishment for or of sin is 
by sin, and when the sin is destroyed 
and put away out of the human 
mind, the punishment stops, but as 


long as the sin remains it will whip’ 


and punish the eéinner. 
FORGIVENESS OF SIN. 


“Thus the forgiveness of sin con- 
sists in the destruction of sin, and 
the sin exists nowhere but in the 
carna] human mind. The belief that 
God pardons sin merely because you 
ask Him to do so, without turning 
from the sin yourself and putting it 
away from you, is foolish self-decep- 


tion. 

People ask how Go@ can destroy 
tin when He knows nothing of sin 
and does not even know that it 
exists. The answer is plain. He de- 
stroys it just as the sun destroys the 
darkness which it never sees. When 
the light appears the darkness dis- 
appears. Good and evil cannot 
mingle y more than light and 
darkn can mingle. One vanishes 
before the other. 

“Sooner or later every one must 
learn the truth about man. When 
one asks himself, who is man? what 
is he? where does he come from? is 
he spiritual, or is he material? many 
channels for thought are opened. 
Upon the correct answer to these 
questions will depend the solution 
ef every human problem. 

“Everyone has read the two differ- 
ing accounts ot creation in the Bible. 
In the first chapter of Genesis we 
are told that God created man in 
His own image and, after His own 
likeness, and that He. made him 
good. In the second chapter of Gen- 
esia, however, we find the allegor- 
fecal account of how God eame to 
this earth and made man out of the 
dust of the ground. Then follows 
the story of Adam and Eve, and the 
Garden of Eden. We also read that 
a deep sleep fell upon Adam, and 
then that sin appeared and brother 
murdered brother, and so, from 
that time until now, the man made 
of dust has been a sinner and has 
been at enmity against God. 

TRUTH ABOUT MAN. 


In view of all ot this it becomes 
vitally important that we find out 
the truth about man. Was man 
made in the image and likeness of 
God, and hence created a spiritual 
being, or was he made out of the 
dust of the ground as a material 
being ? 

“Christian Science accepts the first 
account of the creation as true, and 
insists that man is spiritual and not 
material. This makes ft necessary 
for Christian Science to explain how 
it is possible for man to be wholly 
spiritual when we seem to see him 
as flesh and blood with out actual 
physical eyes. Christian S&ctence 
does this, and makes it perfectly 
clear by showing that the material 
man ts nothing more or less than 
the carnal mind's false concept of 
man. 

“The carnal mind is entirely ma- 
terial, hence it ‘is enmity against 
God,’ because God is Spirit and 
Spirit and matter are opposite. The 
carnal mind is composed of the &ag- 
gregated beliefs founded upon the 
testimony of the five physical senses, 
which’ senses are wholly material, 
hence, the carnal mind being mate- 
rial cannot comprehend nor cognize 
the things of spirit. 

“Tt is these material elements en- 
tering into the human mind that 
cause it to see everything as mate- 
rial and to thing in terms of matter. 
By an inevitable reversal its reduces 
everything to the dead level of mat- 
ter in order to comprehend it. 

“It is due to this materiality that 
the human mind does not think of 
God wholly as spirit, and, there- 
fore, in its material belief, it re- 
verses the nature and character of 
God, and converts Him into a ma- 
terial man. Likewise, because of 
this same material element, the hu- 
man mind does not think of the 
kingdom of God as a spiritual state 
of consciousness, which Jesus de- 
clared is within you,’ and trans- 
forms it in belief into a material 
place somewhere in the sky, with 
trappings of material splendor such 
as one would expect to find in the 
palaces of men. 8 

THE ADAM-MAN. 

“Since the human mind is pre- 
vented by its own materiality from 
comprehending God as spirit and the 
kingdom of heaven as a spiritual 
state of consciousness, it is equally 
prevented from thinking of man as 
spiritual. By reason af the same 
inevitable reversal it thinks of man 
as material, and hence sees him as 
such. 

„But no matter how sincerely peo- 
ple may believe that God is a magni- 
fied man, seated upon a material 
throne, and having a material habita- 
tion in a material place called heaven, 
such belief does not make it true. 
God is spirit, and His universe is 
wholly spiritual. There is not one 
material element in Him nor in any- 
thing that He created. He did not 
create matter in any form, nor did 
He create a material man. God 
created everything spiritually and 
not materially, and the only kind 
of man created by Him is the per- 
fect spiritual man, made in His own 
image and likeness, precisely as de- 
scribed in the first chapter of 
Genesis. 

The Adam-man is not the nage 
of God, and in the second account 
of the creation in the second chapter 


of Genesis it is nowhere stated that 
the Adam-man was made in God's 
image and likeness, or that he was 
made perfect. Those statements are 
to be found in the first chapter, 
and are used in relation to the real 
man. But in spite of this, people 
have gone on believing thet the 
Bible taught that Adam was made 
in God's image. 
“Christian Science is the only 
system of teaching that I know any- 
thing about that even makes an at- 
tempt to explain the difference be- 
tween man and the Adam-man, and 
it dogs explain it and makes the 
fact perfectly plain, by pointing out, 
as has already been said, that the 
Adam-man is merely the false, ma- 
terial mis-concept of man. It is as 
though one were to look through 
green eyeglasses. As long as he did 
so, everything would appear to be 
green. If he were to try to re- 
move the from an object, 
he could not do so, for the reason 
that the green was not in the ob- 
ject, though appearing to be there, 
but was in the lens through which 
he looked at it. The only thing 
necessary for him to do in order 
to translate the entire green uni- 
verse back into its normal aspect 
— be merely to take off the green 


AS SPIRITUAL CHILD. 


“In precisely the same way the 
material universe and materia] man 
are translated back into the spiritual, 
where in fact they have always been, 
by merely taking off the material 
eyeglasses through which we have 
looked at them. If it were concetv- 
able thet one could now rid himeelf 
of every material element in his 
mentality, and of every sin and false 
belief, so that nothing remained in 
his consciousness except the spirit- 
ualzed thought, he would not then 
see his fellow man as material, but 
would see him for what he really is, 
ae the perfect spiritual child 

od 


of 

“From the foregoing consideration 
of the subject of man, and of the 
difference between spiritual man and 
the so-calle man, itt is 
obvious that there are certain ques- 
tions concerning the nature and 
character of matter that may be 
examined with much profit. 

“Sinee the material man is only 
the carnal mind's misconcept of 
man, it follows that matter has no 
entity, and is in every case nothing 
but material thought objectified. 
Christian Science shows that ‘there 
is no life, truth, intelligence, nor 
substance In matter,’ Science and 
Health, e 468, lines 9 and 10, 
and . atter has no sensation,’ 
ibid., 485, 3. verything in the ob- 
jective world, which appears to hu- 
man sense as matter, is merely the 
visible manifestation of material 
thought, formed in the material or 
carnal mind, and cognized by the 
physical senses as a material 
thing. If these statements concern- 
ing matter be true it will be seen at 
a glance that they will explain 
many phenomena in human experi- 
ence which hitherto have been un- 
explainable. That they are true is 
now settled absolutely and con- 
clusively, as will be seen. 

A FALSE CONCEPT. 

“When Mrs. Eddy first made the 
discovery that matter in every form 
has no intelligence, life, sensation, 
or substance, but merely the 
false mental concept of the material 
or carnal mind, her statements 
Were not accepted as true by phvsi- 
cal scientists. They deciared that 
matter was real substance. They 
asserted that every object, whether 
it be a star, a flower, a rock, or the 
human body was composed of 
atoms brought together and held 
together under varying conditions, 
and that the atom was material. 
Hence, they said that since the 
Starting point of matter was the 
material atom, matter must of 
necessity be substance. 

“Mrs... Eddy took no pains to de- 
fend her statements upon the sub- 
ject. She had seen the truth about 
it and, knowing that it was the 
truth, she was quite content to let 
the statement of her discovery Ro 
into consciousness, well knowing 
that in the end the truth would 
prevail. It 
therefore; 


cent years a physical scientist di«- 
covered that the atom is not the 
starting-point of matter, and that 
t atom is Itself composed of 
electrons. When asked to state the 
nature and character of the elec- 
tron, he said that it was energy, 
which is not material substance. 
Since then the physicists have come 
out frankly and fairly and now say 
that any inquiry concerning the na- 
ture and character of the electron 
should be referred to the meta- 
physician, and that the whole sub- 
ject belongs to the domain of meta- 
physies and not physics. 

“The far-reaching effect of this {s 
at once apparent, for it frankly ad- 
mits, that the starting point of mat- 
ter is not}material, but mental. 

CAUSE OF DISEASE. 

‘The importance of this 
overestimated. All sin n 
death come from the lief of life, 
intelligence, sensation, and substance 
in matter. If it be true, and it now 
seems to be settled, that there is 
no life in matter, that it has no sen- 
sation or intelligence, and is not 
substance, then it follows that all 
material theories concerning disease, 
and the method of solving all human 
problems, will have to be changed 


-| from a material to a spiritual basis. 


If matter is iteelf merely a thin 
of thought obfectified, it follows that 
disease in whatever form, is also 
merely the objectification of dis- 
eased beliefs upon the human 
body, and that such beliefs orig- 
inate in the carnal mind, and not 
in the body, but are manifested on 
the body only after they are formu- 
lated in the material or carnal mind. 
If this be true, and it is true be- 
yond all possible question, it then 
follows that the correct way to treat 
disease is not through matter, nor 
by giving maferial remedies and 
drugs to the body. but by destroying 
the images of disease out of th¢ 
human mind. 

“Everyone must see ata glance 
that disease is not itself an entity. 
It has no mind, intelligence, volition, 
nor presence. e neither 
self-created nor was it created by 
God. It originates in the first in- 
stance in the carnal human mind in 
the form of diseased thought, and ts 
then objectified on the body by the 
material beliefs of that same carnal 
mind. The true way to cure it, there- 
fore, is to give to the human mind 
semethine that will neutralize and 
destroy the disease-rroducine quall- 
tien and beliefs. The thing that 
foes this is the Christ-truth. which 
Christian Science brines to the hn- 
mean mind and in this wav Christian 
Science has healed verv many peo- 
ple from all kinds of diseases. 

NOTHING IN MATTER. 

“Jesus knew that there was no 
substance in matter, and he knew it 
so perfectly that he walked through 
solid doors and walls. He knew what 
was true about matter, namely, that 
it is only the manifested belief of 
the material, carnal mind, and since 
he did not have that materia} mind, 
matter did not appear to him as sub- 
stance. His consciousness was 
epiritualized. He knew that the 
only substance is Spirit, but be-
